Roadbed and track constitute the foundation 
of ra ilwa y serv ice. 
This foundation has had to 
be streng thened from time to time in order to 
handle heav ier and fa ster trains sa fely and 
economically . 
Ex cept for the addition of pre­ 
serv ativ e chemicals, crossties hav e cha ng ed lit­ 
tle, but ballast, rails and all other elements of 
roadbed and track hav e made notable adv ances 
in quality and weig ht. 
* 
* 


Crushed stone, g rav el, cinders and sla g are 
now thy principal kinds of railway ballast. 
They make the roadbed resilient, easy -riding , 
long -wearing and relativ ely simple of mainten­ 
ance. 
Many railroads, the Illinois Central Sy s­ 
tem among them, obtain considerable ballast 
from their own quarries and g rav el pits. 


Steel rails hav e long been standard, super­ 
seding iron, and they are constantly being made 
strong er and heav ier. 
Measured in weig ht per 
y ard, rails now in use on the Illinois Central 
Sy stem rang e up to 110-pound. 
The heav ier 
rails are used under hig hspeed, main-line traf­ 
fic, the lig hter for branch lines, siding s and 
y ards. 
The life of a rail under heav y traffic is 
a pprox imately ten or twelv e y ears. 
The total 
weig ht of all rails now in use on the Illinois 
Central Sy stem is nearly one and one-half mil­ 
lion tons. 
Laid end to end, they would nearly 
encircle the earth. 


Important accessories of roadbed and track 
are tunnels, cuts, fills and bridg es. 
They too 
must be streng thened, enlarg ed or rebuilt from 
time to time to keep pace with the weig ht and 
speed of trains. 
Curv es and g rades also must 
be reduced or eliminated to improv e operating 
conditions. 


The Illinois Central Sy stem last y ear spent 
nearly $30,000,000 in the maintenance of its 
roa dwa y and structures. 
The sy stem’s inv est­ 
ment in roa dwa y property has increased dur­ 
ing the last fiv e y ears at the rate of more than 
$23,000,000 a y ear. 
Both a satisfactory rate of 
inv estment and a suitable deg ree of mainte­ 
nance must be continued if the road bed and 
track are to keep pace with modern standards. 


What it true of this railroad is true, in pro­ 
portion. of the railroads g enerally . 
They must 
make money in order to continue prov iding 
modern transportation.
